Extracts  from  Rules  of  the  Senate  and  House 
OF  Commons,  relating  to  Private  Bills. 

All  apiilications  for  Private  Bills  require  a notice 
over  the  signature  and  address  of  the  appli- 
cants or  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly  specify- 
ing the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  published 
by  advertisement  as  follows,  viz. : — In  the  Canada 
Gazette,  and  in  one  neM'spaper  published  in  the  County, 
District,  Union  of  Counties  or  Territory,  affected  by 
the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next 
nearest  County,  District  or  Territory  in  which  a news- 
paper is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
Manitoba  the  notices  must  be  published  in  the  like 
manner  in  the  English  and  French  languages.  All 
notices  shall  be  continued  for  a period  of  at  least  two 
months  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close 
of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of 
the  petition.  Marked  coj)ies  of  the  newspajiers,  en- 
dorsed “ Application  for  Private  Bill,”  containing  the 
first  and  last  insertion  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent  to 
the  Clerk  of  each  House. 

In  the  case  of  an  application  for  the  erection  of  a 
toll  bridge  the  notice  shall  also  state  the  proposed 
rates  of  toll,  the  nature  of  the  structure,  the  height 
of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abutments  or 
piers,  etc. 

A copy  of  the  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  House  in  which  the  Bill  is  to  originate  at  least 
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eight  day.s  before  the  meeting  of  Parliament,  with  a 
sum  suhicient  to  pay  for  translating  and  printing  the 
same  ; and  a further  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  and 
the  cost  of  printing  the  Act  with  the  Statutes  will  be 
levied  iminediatelv  after  the  second  reading  of  the 
Bill. 

Petitions  for  Private  Bills  must  be  presented  in  the 
Senate  within  the  first  ten  days,  and  in  the  House 
of  Commons  within  the  first  three  weeks  of  the  session. 

Private  Bills  are  to  be  presented  to  the  Senate 
within  the  first  two  weeks,  and  to  the  House  of 
Commons  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  the  session.

Extract.s  from  Speci.vl  Rules  of  the  House  of 
Commons. 

Private  Bills  shall  bo  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to 
the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills. 

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts 
incorporating  railway  companies,  shall  be  drawn  in 
accordance  with  the  Model  Bill  adopted  by  the  House, 
copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 

Provisions  varyijig  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets  and,  when  revised  by  the  proper 
officer,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended 
shall  be  reprinted  in  full,  wdth  the  amendments  in- 
serted in  their  proper  places  and  between  brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance 
with  these  rules  shall  be  returned  to  the  promoters  to 
be  re-cast  before  being  revised  and  printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in 
the  notice  of  application. 

A certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any 
proposed  line  of  railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or 
authorized  works  of  a similar  character  within,  or  in 
any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed 
work  is  intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the 
amount  of  capital  proposed  to  be  raised  for  the  under- 
taking, and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  raise 
the  same  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at 
least  one  week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill. 

Special  Order  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

Resolved,  that  the  Clerk  of  the  House  do  have  a 
copy  of  the  new  Rule  49  sent  to  those  persons  giving 
notice  in  the  Canada  Gazette  of  their  intention  to 
apply  to  Parliament  for  the  passing  of  a Private  Bill, 
together  with  a notification  that  the  said  rule  will  be 
strictly  adhered  to  for  the  future  : — 

49.  Petitions  for  Private  Bills  shall  only  be  received 
by  the  House  within  the  first  three  weeks  of  the 
session,  and  Private  Bills  may  only  be  presented  to 
the  House  within  the  first  four  iveeks  of  the  session, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  Committee  to  which 
any  Private  Bill  may  be  referred  to  consider  and 
report  the  same  to  the  House  w'ith  all  convenient  speed.

“3.  To  report  and  recommend  to  the  Council  such 
regulations  for  the  distribution,  supply  and  use  of 
water  to  and  by  private  individuals  or  corporations, 
the  amounts  and  terms  of  payment  therefor,  the  fixing 
of  meters,  the  periods  of  time  of  the  supply',  the  pro- 
visions for  connections  to  the  private  dw'ellings,  stores, 
buildings,  wharves,  ships,  or  motors,  and  the  terms  on 
which  such  connections  shall  be  permitted  to  be  made, 
and  all  matters  that  are  connected  w'ith  the  carrying 
on  of  the  works  and  the  supply  of  w’ater  in  the  city 
from  the  works. 

“ 4.  To  report  to  the  Council,  in  their  final  report  for 
each  year,  on  all  works  of  permanent  improvement 
connected  with  the  works  and  supply,  as  may  be  con- 
sidered of  benefit  to  the  w'elfare  of  the  citizens,  to  be 
carried  out  during  the  ensuing  year,  together  with  the 
estimated  cost  of  the  w'ork  so  recommended. 

“5.  To  direct  and  control  the  engineer  and  staff 
employed  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  to 
report  to  the  Council  from  time  to  time  on  all  matters 
connected  w'ith  their  department. 

“6.  To  confer  from  time  to  time  w'ith  any'  other  com- 
mittee, commission,  or  company,  having  special 
authority  in  the  streets,  lanes,  or  squares,  so  as  to 
provide  a uniform  system  of  opening  up  streets,  or 
breaking  in  upon  macadamized,  planked,  or  paved 
portions  thereof,  with  the  least  damage  thereto  pos- 
sible. 

“ 7.  To  cause  a report  and  return  to  be  made  to  the 
Council  on  the  31st  day  of  December  in  each  year, 
containing  a statement  of  the  affairs  of  the  w'ater-w'orks 
which  shall  show  the  amount  of  the  rents  and  profits 
arising  from  the  water-works,  and  any'  arrears  due,  the 
extent  and  value  of  the  movable  and  immovable  pro- 
perty, and  the  real  estate  belonging  to  the  w'ater-works, 
the  expenses  of  collection  of  rates  and  management, 
the  salaries  of  officers  and  employees,  and  all  other 
contingencies,  the  cost  of  rexiairs,  improvements  and 
alterations,  and  generally  such  statement  of  the 
revenue  derived  from  and  expenditure  made  on  and  in 
connection  w'ith  the  wa ter- w'orks  system,  as  may  give 
full  information  to  the  Council  concerning  the  same.”
